She got neither the 
frontier which she d em anded nor the g u a r­ 
antees th a t were to ta k e its place.

illogically she blames the United States. 
N ow all this has a considerable bearing 
upon the present situation in Europe, and 
A m ericans should bear it in mind w hen 
th ey u n d erta k e to apportion the responsi­ 
bility for the present state of affairs. 
It 
does not in itself and by itself prohibit us 
from protesting against the policy subse­ 
quently adop ted 
by F ra n c e if th a t policy 
seems to us to imperil our safety and h a p ­ 
piness; but it should serve to m oderate the 
tone of our criticism of F rance.

tended, there will no longer be any excuse 
anyw here for violators of the laws against 
w ate r pollution. 
All this is very

news because coagol is effective not only in 
inland w aters and fresh w aters but also in 
the w aters of the sea and along the sea­ 
shore, so th a t it is the solution, too, of the 
problem of ocean 
w a te r 
pollution by oil- 
burning an d oil-carrying steamers. Chem ­ 
ist Spencer, if all these things be true as 
they seem to be, has done a job of vastly 
g re a te r benefit to his country and m an­ 
kind than most of the undertakings of the 
w ordy politicians.

S E A S O N A B L E GOOD TH INGS 
A 
COLLECTION of small cakes 
or cookies is always an addition 
to any cookie jar. 
Nuremburgs.— Take one pint of 
sugar, honey and molasses; one ta­ 
blespoonful of butter and one of 
lard, two tablespoonfuls of soda, 
one pint of sour cream, one-half 
cupful pf candied orange peel, lem­ 
on peel and citron finely chopped; 
one cupful of nutmeats, one table­ 
spoonful each of cloves and cinna­ 
mon. Mix and warm the molasses, 
honey, Sugar, butter and lard; add 
the soda in tho sour cream. Mix all 
the other ingredients and add flour 
until a stilt dough is formed—a 
little stiffer than that use I for 
cookies. 
Let stand until morning. 
Hoi! out and cut into any desired 
similes. 
Frost with powdered su­ 
gar moistened with lemon juice. 
Hack in a jar and keep a month. 
This recipe makes About seven 
pounds of cookies. 
Pfeffernuesse,—Take 
one 
pint 
each of corn sirup and New Orleans 
molasses, one-half pound of shorten­ 
ing, one-half pound of brown sugar, 
two and one-half pounds of flour, 
one teaspoonful of soda, two tea­ 
spoonfuls 
of 
cinnamon, 
one-lmlf 
teaspoonful of cloves, one-fourth of 
a pound each of almonds and citron 
chopped line, one lemon, rind and 
juice. 
Warm the sirup, add tao 
shortening and lemon juice and the 
remaining 
ingredients,

soda 
mixed with the flour. Roll into lit­ 
tle balls the size of marbles, brush 
with white of egg and bake until 
brown. These will keep Indefinitely. 
Chocolate Walnut Cookies.— Beat 
four eggs very light, add one pound 
of brown sugar and stir well.

nishes us with some interesting stories 
touching his struggle against idolatry. 
He knew how hopelessly disastrous 
idolatry was to the morals of the peo­ 
ple and, therefore, would be able to 
lead them back to God.

His Call (Gen. 12:1; cf.

7 :2, 3). God came to him in Ur of the 
Chaldees and said unto him, (I) “Get 
thee out of thy country.” 
Abraham: 
had lived long enough to have formed 
strong attachments to his country/

“Get thee out from thy kindred.**, 
Abraham was not only to leave behind 
him his native land but his relatives 
as well, even his father’s house. Since 
his kindred were idolaters, he must 
leave them. Abraham was to become 
a pilgrim, to be without a home. Even 
in Canaan, the only land he ever 
owned was a burial place. (3). “Into 
the land that I will show thee.”

Chicago speech in so far as it re­ 
ferred to his unqualifiedly favoring 
a soldier bonus, cautioned the people

ers by the large reduction of freight 
rates and cooperative societies, and 
finished with a scathing arraignment 
of those who would have the country 
join the world court.
